Weekly salaries of $111 will prob- 
ably be the usual thing for Chicago 
Civic Opera orchestra musicians next 
season by virtue of a new agreement 
entered into between the union and the 
management of the opera yesterday. 
The raise in pay schedules is from 
$77 to $91 weekly for performances, 
and from $1 to $1.25 an hour for re- 
hearsals, with the stipulation that 
$2.50 be paid each player every re- 
hearsal, whether the two hours is con- 
sumed in work or not. 

The new contract was signed at the 
Auditorium offices of, the opera or- 
ganization by Edward Johnson, busi- 
ness manager, and, on behaif of the 
Chicago Federation of Musicians, by 
James C. Petrillo, president,.,The lat- 
ter explained that he had-asked $i4 a 
performance at first but had been 
persuaded to accept $13. 

Since the fegular season consists of 
twelve weeks of opera in the city and 
eight weeks on the road ,and counting 
.on a minimum of four rehearsals a 
week, it is believed that the $111 total 
for each seven: days is conservative. 
This places the orchestra personnel as 


the highest paid men of their profes- 
sion in operatic work in the country.

The majority of basic trades have 
embodied in their agréements a clause 
which specifies a wage rate equal to 
the highest paid trade. With the ex- 
ception of bricklayers and plasterers, 
the other trades are willing to retain 
the existing $1.25 an hour scale. 

Plasterers Want $14 a Day. 
Negotiations between the Employing 
Plasterers’ association and the plas- 
terers’ union still are pending on the 
latter’s demand for a $14 a day wage 
scale. While their present minimum 
daily scale is $10, the nation-wide 
shortage of plasterers has boosted the 
wage above that figure. If the plas- 
terers’ scale went to $14 a day, the 
other trades’ also would ‘ go to that 
level, 
“Speaking for the plumbers, I be- 
lieve the retention of the $1.25 an hour 
rate would be beneficial for the work- 
ers,” asserted William Curran, br-t- 
ness agent of the plumbers’ union. “ It 
will mean the continuation of the 
building boom.”

WASHINGTON.—President Lincoln 
issued a proclamation explaining the 
meaning and application of the am- 
nesty proclamation of Dec. 8, 1863.

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When the earthquake struck Japan, the 
world stood/aghast. The news was on every 
tongue. Shiploads of food, clothing and other 
mecessary supplies were rushed to the scene. 
People in every walk in life contributed to 
the relief fund. Sympathy and the desire to 
help the stricken people were expressed 
everywhere.
